Agree to Refer Demands of Men For 
Mars Pay to tiia iw t ars Ut a Comsnsres 

Commission or to Accept S s m as w s i i t 

Under Newlands Act. 

New Vork. — The auuounceiiieut that 
tba strike vote which has been iu prog- 
ress among tlif tniiu service vmployes 
of Amei ican railioads for the past sev- 
eral we«'ks U;!s 1" < ii ■ ^puiplete«l. and 
that the tiind demands by the union 
leaders are sv»on to be presented to the 
railroad managers here, indi ates that 
i the public will soon know whether the 
controversy between the raili-oad work 
ers and tlicir emph'yers is to l,e si't:ietl 
peaceabl>°. or whether a nation- wide 
strike is to be Inflicted upon the coun- 
try. 

Thus far the leaders of the fout 
unions — the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive I'Mi^lncers. the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Firemen and Enginemen. the 
Order of Hallway Conductors and the 
Rrot'.K rlio(Hl of Kailrond Traintue;i- 
lia\e refused to consider any propi,sal 
for an arbitration of the <piestions in 
dispute, or tor settlemeut of the con 
troversy by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

Would Cost $ioo,oco,ooa 

The demands of the train serrlr-e meu 
for an increase in wages, which, it U 
estimated, would cost tlie railroads of 
the country $100,000,000 a year, were 

oiijTinally presented last March. At 
that time the representatives of the 
unions asked for a conference with a 
committee of railroad luaiiai.'ei's repre 
sentiug the various railroad lines o: 
the country. 

This couCerenee began here in New 
York on .Tune and continued for 
two weeks. The railroads were repre 
sei:ied by a loniuiitiee of niiieteo'i 
ni.Tii:!'-rers, and the biotheihoods by ilu' 
beads o'.' their various national and lu^ 
ca! organlzatiotts— ■ooae eight hmidfeTl 
men in all. 

Clioice of Methods Offered. 

The conference faile<l to reach a dec! 
siuu owing to the refusid of tlie utdo" 
leaders to connidur i ny modifltmtion o 
the'r denn!! is. i r any pioi o-^al (or ai 
bi<ratioi; .\t til" l oM' b,!-;;on of tli 
!ii("'iu.'s the rai'roa.l manaL-cis su' 
milted a propositi to refer the v.'n' 
(juestion to the Interstate (^onnu. n 
Commission, or to arbitrntjon nnder tbt 
provisiun of the fedeml stotnte cover 
Ing this matter. 

The alteru 'five sn rgestions which 
they i.dv.;: ici for jid.iusting the con 
troversy were as follows: 

"1. Preferably by submission to the 
Irterstats Commarcs Commission, tho 
only tribunal which, by reason of its 
accumulated information bearing on 
railway conditions and its control of 
the revenues of the railways, is in a 
position to eonsidar and protest the 
rights and equitios of all tho intsrasts 
affected, and to provide addit i"'i.il rvv- 
eiHie necessary to meet the a Ided cost 
j[ opiT Hi'iii in case your proi-o>als arc 
found by the Comml^siou to be Just and 
reaaouable: or. in tbe event tbe Inter- 
state Commerce Commission cannot, 
nnder existing Ittws, act In the prem- 
ises, that we Jointly request ( "i nu'ress 
to take such action as may be neces 
sary to enable the <.'onniiissl<iii to con 
sider and promptly dispose of tbe 
qtiestions involved; or 

"2. By arbitration in accordance with 
tlie provisions of tlie Federal Inw. ei tl 
tied. ".Vn .Vet I'roviding for Mediation. 
Conciliation and .Xrbitralion in Contro- 
ver.sles between Certain Employers an.l 
their Employees." approved July 15. 
1913, and comraoBly known as the 
Mewhuids Act " 

Unions Refuse Offer. 

The union leaders declined to con 
sider the suggestion of the rallroail 
managers, and announced that they 

would seek a vote of the members 
the unions asking that they l)e given 
authority to declare a strike on all th 
railroad lines of tlie country. This 
atifke vote has been in progress for the 
past six weeks, and. according to re 
ports which have been received here 
from time to time, will result in giving 
tho four union leaders the authority 
which they nsked for to halt eroy 
railroad train from one end of the 
country to the other. 

Meanwhile a resolution has been in 
troduced into ("onuress at tlie request 
or the Chamber of ("omnierce of the 
United States directing the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to iuTCstlgate 
the whole qnestkm of railway wages 
and their relntioh to railway earnings 
The 'Commercial Interests, the newspu 
pers. and public men of the natioa 
have gone on record as demanding that 
the dispute be settled peaceably.
